DRIVEN BACK BY BELGIANS AND FRENCH. 


FRENCH VICTORY OVER GERW NS IN ALSACE 


(Asso ciated Press) 


London, Aug. li>—A telegram received from Brus­ 
sels, dated last night, tells of fierce fighting between the 
Belgians and Germans there, and it is believed here to in­ 
dicate the beginning of the first great battle of the war. 


FIGHTING TUESDAY NIGHT. 
London, Aug. ID—A Reuter telegram from Brussels, 
sent at 7 o’clock Tuesday night, say s that a fierce battle 
was progressing between the Belgians and the Germans 
along the extended front at that time. 


PUSHING OUTPOSTS BACK. 
London, Aug. 19—A Central News dispatch from 
Brussels say s that the German advance posts between 
Gombloux and Jodoigne are being pushed back by the 
Belgians and French who are in contact with the German 
lines. 


CANNONADING IS HEARD. 
Paris, Aug. 19—A Midid Brussels dispatch say s that 
cannonading was distinctly heard at Brussels at 6 o’clock 
this morning. It is said the German army is marching upon 
Brussels by way of Hug and Jodoigne. 


BELGIANS RETIRE TOWARD ANTWERP. 
Paris, Aug. 19—An official announcement made this 
morning say s that the retirement of the Belgian troops to­ 
ward Antwerp is rumored, but not confirmed. 


The retirement of the Belgians, it is explained, if the 
the report is true, is neither a grave sy mptom nor unex­ 
pected. 
Antwerp, which was contemplated would be the 
last stand, is a vast entrenched camp upon the flank of the 
enemy . 


GERMANS DRIVEN BACK. 
Paris, Aug. 19—Details of the fighting at Dinant be­ 
tween the French and Germans show that the carnage was 
terrible. 
The Germans were finally driven back into the 
Meuse.
